and gave her a sealed box, which he instructed her never to open. However, curiosity got the best of her, 
and she opened the box despite all warnings. When Pandora did this, she released evil into the world. 
However, what people often discount is that left in the very bottom of the box, after Pandora finally man- 
aged to close the lid, was hope. 1t was with this hope that Pandora and all people in further generations 
battled the hatred and sin in the world. 1n naming the yearbook “Inside Pandora's Box,’ we wanted to 
emphasize this part of the story. As you read through, we'd like the reader to keep this theme in mind. 
We feel that Buck's Rock is one of the few places that gives us this hope. our experiences here have 
given us the strength to pursue our dreams both inside and outside of camp.

the mother of all living; Helen of Troy, wife of 
Menelaus, King of Sparta. They disobeyed. Eve 
ate the forbidden apple she had picked from the 
Tree of Life and gave it to Adam. It was sup- 
posed to have given her and Adam, and with 
them mankind, immortality. They were pun- 
ished and expelled from the Garden of Eden. 
Eternal life was not to be theirs: mortality their 
fate, death their destiny. Helen, to whom Paris, 
the handsome Prince of Troy, had given the 
reward in a beauty contest by promising her 
beauty in the eye of every beholder over 
Athene’s wisdom and Hera’s, wife of Zeus, 
guardianship of house and home. Helen left her 
husband to follow Paris to Troy. She was the 
woman whose beauty had launched the thou- 
sand Greek ships to recapture her and punish 
Paris and his kin for abducting her. The ten year 
Trojan war that ensued ended in the destruction 
of Troy and brought captivity and slavery to the 
Trojan women. 


When the poet equated truth and beauty, he 
was mistaken. When Pandora, the most beauti- 
ful, out of curiosity opened the ‘box’ in disobe- 
dience to the commands the gods who, in their 
unpredictability, had imposed on her, out flew 
the contents, good and evil, the treachery the 
gods sometimes themselves are guilty of, and 
loyalty, greed and generosity, sickness and 
health, fraud and honesty, oppression and free- 
dom, love and hate, prejudice and fairness and 
all the other contradictory elements. They flew 
all over the world; they proliferated and multi- 
plied and left mankind with ambiguity and 
uncertainty, bewildered by inherent contradictions. 


The gods of antiquity, who were the gods? 
They, after defeating the Titans, dethroning 
Uranus and Cronus, took their seats on Mount 
Olympus where they were joined by the other 
gods: Athene, who sprung from Zeus' head, 
Aphrodite, who emerged from the sea, Hermes, 
the messenger and herald of the gods, Artemis, 
the huntress, Apollo and his Muses, Hephaestus, 
the smith and craftsman, and all the others who 
had chosen Mount Olympus as their permanent 
home, like Hera, the wife of Zeus, or temporary 
domicile. lt is told that it had been the gods 
who peopled the waters with fish, the earth with 
animals, molded it into plains and mountains, 
clothed her with grass and trees. They were 
accompar-ied, or so the story goes, by nymphs, 
all pretty and gentle. The Nereids, Poseidon's 
attendants who inhabit the sea and the rivers; 
the Oreads, who are at home on the meadows 
and fields; the Naiads, who give life to springs 
and fountains and brooks; the Dryads, who live 
in the forests and trees. But they were doomed. 


Moses descended from Mount Sinai, who spoke 
in the name of the Lord and who called on the 
Israelites in the desert, the Lord's chosen people: 
Sheva Yisroel! Hear ye, Israel! Adonai Elohenu, 
Adonai Eshod! | am your God, your only God. 
There are no other gods. Israel listened. And so 
did the world, that became richer and poorer in 
response to these changes. 


What can we do? Where do we stand? We can 
choose. Always? No, not always. But this sum- 
mer, at Buck's Rock, you had freedom of choice, 
limited as all freedom is. But you used it well 
and it gave you the satisfaction that stems from 
doing what you have chosen to do and left you 
with the desire to establish such opportunities in 
your future. Will you succeed? Not fully. But

It is not hemmed in by divine reve- 
lations that demand strict compliance. It is an 
open road. The road of discovery and inven- 
tions, exploration and interpretation ever subject 
to change. It might be the road of the future. It 
might be your road. | have seen it by your vis- 
its, by the titles of the books you borrowed. 
May you as successfully pursue it as your did all 
summer. Stuck to the bottom of Pandora's 
‘Вох’, almost overlooked, was Hope. For you, it 
means more than that. It was confidence, the 
self-confidence that you have added to by what 
you did this summer. May you continue to do 
50.
